SOIL is best for HIBISCUS, CROTONS and IXORAS. 
If you are in doubt as to your soil-condition, consult 
your County Agricultural Agent. .

As everyone knows, we’ve had many fine HIBISCUS in the past, 
but some of them have had to be eliminated to make room for 
the New Varieties. The choicest of the older types have been 
retained—the list has been narrowed to those we consider the ONE

upon striking color, shape of bloom, and desirable plant character- 
istics.
